New York Tragedy.

NEw YorRK, February 13.—Miss Jennie Almy, 
a beautiful woman, 22 years of age, shot and mor- 
tally wounded Victor C. Andre, 21 years oid, yes- 
terday morning on the down town station of the 
Third Avenue Elevated Railroad at Filty-nintn 
street, and immediately afterwards sent a bullet 
through her own brain. The girl died before the 
smoke from her revolver had cleared away, and 
ber victim is slowly bleeding to death in the Pres- 
byterian Hospital. The story of the events whicn 
edto the tragedy as gathered from different 
sources is briefly as follows: Last September 
Mrs. Prescott,a boardiog-house keeper of No. 26 
East Twenty-second street,received into herjhouse 
as a boarder, Mr. Andre, from Berlin. He showed 
letters of introduction to Rufus Hatch, Jesse 
Seligman, Car! Schurz and other well-known 
gentiemen. Mr. Andre was a professor in Greek, 
Latin and mathematics at the school of 
Gustave Vontaupe at No. 10 Gramercy 
Park. He hadgraduated from Berlin University 


with the highest honors, and added to a most 
perfect appearance the charm of a brilliant con- 
versationdalist. Miss Almy had a rvom at the res- 
idence of Mrs. Sirong, at 49 East Twenty-third 
street, bnt took ber meals at Mrs, Prescvtt’s 
house. She was as well educated as Andre, and 
earned an excellent living giving private lessons 
to children in the neightorhood of Gramercy 
Park. A friendship sprane up between the two, 
and they spent much of their tune discussing the 
literary ability of different authors, Visiting art 
museums, and making collections of Minerais and 
flowers. Mr. Andre became at last Very atteative 
to the girl, and it was generally un 
THAT THEY WERE ENGAGED. 

Mr. Andre made ti Visiis Wo the girl at 
Mrs. Strong’s house. iss Almy- left. her rooms 
at Mrs. Strong’s and went to live at the residence 
ot Dr. G. W. Beskowitz, at No. 111 East Twenty- 
fifth street. About the same time Miss Almy 
changed her abode Andre Was engaged by Mr. 
Joseph J. Beckel of No. 734 Lexington aveuue to 
give lessons to his little boy George. This was in 
November, and reguiarly every day from that 
time until three weeks ago, Audre, itis said, vis- 
ited Miss Almy. His visits were in the afternoon 
when boub were free the 
labors of the classroom, apd during 
these visits their warriage was talked 
of and the wedding tour pianned. Everv day 
Andre took flowers or presents until Miss Almy’s 
pretiy lttie room looked like a jewelry shop iu a 
florisi’s window. In the middle of January bis 
visits suddeniy ceased. Miss Aimy wrote to 
Audre bui received uo piy. Sue went to the 
school in Gramercy Park and couldn’t see him. 
She c.lied at Mr. Beskel’s house. but was refused 
admitiance. She had a companion in a very 
estimable young lady, Miss ug, who lived in 
the same bouse with ber, and she told her that 

her or her iife woula be 
dis Ever 
during these three wecks she wrote 
ietters but did not receivea single reply. Que 
night a week ago, driven to desperation by the 
indifference of her lover, she weat into Madisos 
Square, iired a carriage and droveto Mr. Beck- 
el’s residence, where Andre was. She rang the 
bell and sent in a letter addressed to Mr. Audre. 
Five minutes later the butler handed her letter 
back to her with the following tuscription across 
the face: “Mr. Andre isin, but be is at diuner 
and does not desire t see you.”” The girl went 
home and a perceptible change in her appearauce 
was nouced. Andre every morning at 8 o’clock 
left tue residence of Mr. Kel and

to the school in Gramercy Park. Miss Almy was 


j aware of this and went to tlhe station two or three 


times to meet him and beg him to keep his prom- 
ise to her. Andre never noticed her, but pa>sed 
her by. On Monday night as she was retiring to 
her room she ieft orders to be calied early. She 
was aroused a littie before 7 o’clock, and, unper- 
ceived by any of the inmates of the house, walked 
into the sireet. Asa general thing Miss Almy 
was very careiul in ber dress, but yesterda 

mornivg she was not so carefully attired. 
She wore a plain dress, 
plaited at the ottom, a black 
waist trimmed with braid, biack silk wristiets 
and kid zloves. A paisiey shawl was thruwn 
across her shoulders, aud her plush poke-boinet 
was held in position by a broad silk streamer tied 
in a bow beneath ber chin. Between 8:30 and 8:35 
a.m. Andre drupped his ticket in the box of the 
downb-town station at Fiity-ninth street, and 
passed ou the Platform. He leid the little boy by 
his right hard and carried in his left hand three 
or four school-bocks. A minute after Andre 
entered the platfurm Miss Almy voughi ber ticket 
at the station. She held the tucket in her left 
hand, and as she neared the box

from her face. Tie right hana was buried in the 
foids of the shawl. She Walked about two feet 
away from the box towards where Andre, with 
bis back toward her, was listening to the prat- 
tling of the child. Not more than ten out of the 
foo persons on the platform saw the girl as she 
threw back tue folas of her shawl and with set 
lips and fixed eyes leveled a bright Smith &- Wes- 
son revolver at ber jover. There was not a 
tremor im ber frame asthe sharp and sudden re- 
port rang out aud Andre toitered furward wiih a 
bullet lodged in the left side of his back 
aud blood streaming from the wound. Women 
screamed, and the child, releasing the hand of 
his tutor, turned with a shriek just in iime to see 
a steru-faced Womlau piace the vrignht barrel of 
the revolver to her temple. A second sharp crack 
sounded in the air, and the girifell backward, 
the biood pouring from a wound in her right tem- 
ple. Not a sound escaped her, but as she lay 


‘ upon the platform boards her large, hazel eyes 


opened for a second. They met the gaze of Andre 
concentrated upon ber. The man turned away 
and toitered along the platiorm, Clasping the rail- 
ing for suppori. The girl 
CLASPED HER ARMS 
upon her bosom, clutched the revolver a little 
closer to ber breast and died. Nota man would 
touch ber, but all stood speechless, looking first 
aut the gentieman leaning against the railing with 
his coat growing each secoud redder witn pdlood 
and then at the body on the platform.

The Records Being Searched in Brooklyn

NEw YORK, February 13.—The pubiication of 
the startling disclosure made in the County Cilerk’s 
office in Brookiya of aconspiracy by which traud- 
uient divorces have been obtained, created mucb 
excitemen! in .Brooklyn yesterday. Jacob H. 
Auderson, the coiored man, and Abraham Rob- 
erts, a clerk in John T. Ciark’s law office, at No. 
234 Broadway, this city, are stillin cusiody, while 
Johan G,. Law, the clerk in the Supreme Court, ts 
out on $5,000 bail granted by Judge 
Pratt, whose name, it is alleged, he forged to the 
decrees of divurce. Uther arrests are expected, 
and it is said that several bighly respected law- 
yers are connected with the conspiracy. The em- 


ployes, under County Clerk Rodney Thursby, are 
marking a thorough search of the records, and 
yesierday over a dozen fradulent aecrees were 
discovered, audit is expected that Many mMuvre 
will be unearthed.

A SILLY SENATOR. 


How He is Furnishing a Scandal 
Without Knowing It,

WASHINGTON, February 9. — Society is very 
much shocked here just now by some mistakes of 
a Senator of very high standing, but not a long 
time in Washington. He has a delightful home 
here, and family connections that are unexcep- 
tional. Im general his course is quite exemplary, 
but not In all things. “The fact Is,” said an old 
Senate employe, speaking of the matter, ‘I don’t 
suppgse he realizes how great a sensation he is 
creating. He has not been here very long, and 
evidently doesn’t recognize herin her true light 
as & notorious woman of the town. It’s a fact, 
bowever,” 

The profound sensation which the guileless Sea- 
ator in question is inflicting upon Washington so- 
clety is that he permits a noterious weman to 
come to the Capitol and send her card to him in the 
Senate, whereupon he deliberately rises from his 
seat in the face of his fellow-Senatora, sends word 
to “show her to the marble room,” and in a few 
moments joins her tn that magnificent apartment, 
to the surprise and no smali disgust of his more 
experienced fellow Senators, whose longer stay in 
Washington has acquainted them with the “trade 
marks” which this geatieman appears not to reo- 
ognize, 

“I can’t suppose he knows her true standing,” 
said the Senate employe, as he contioued his con- 
versation, “for I don’t believe he is the sort of 
man to have todo with that class.

CINCINNATI, February 13.—At 9a, m, the river 
is 69 feet 7% inches and rising an inch an hour. 
The weather is cloudy, coo! and damp. There is 
no wind this morning. 

TERRIBLE SUSPENSE. 

The suspense over the failure to hear definite 
news from Lawrenceburg, Ind., grows painful, 
put is tempered by the belief tnat if a serious dis- 
aster, involving loss of life, had occurred, some 
means wouid have been found to get word from 
Lawrenceburg to Aurora, where is the gearest 
telegraph office. 

MANY FLOATING HOUSES. 

The Times-Star’s Aurora special says: “At 10 
a. m. there is no news from Lawrenceburg. Many 
houses are seen floating down this morning, and 
the anxiety is great. The water is now rising an 
inch an hour. More dweliings are toppling 


over.” 
THE BLACK FLAG AGAIN. 


Atip. m. the river had reached 69 feet 10%, 
inches, the rise varying during the forenoon 
from one-qiarter to one-half of an inch an bour. 
It is misty and rain is falling, with the wind from 
the nortiiwest. A Signal Service flag denoting 
coming cold weather floats to-day for the 
third time since the flood began. Hitherto 
its presence was welcomed, now it brings the ut- 
most apprehensions. Cold weather could have no 
substantial eftect on the water disaster. That has 
about done its worst, but with cold weather the 
imprisoned people in all the towas and cities along 
the Ohio would suffer terribly for want of fuel. 
Few realize the difficulty of getting 
supplies delivered. There are no 
landings for steamers and the damage 
done to buildings by waves caused by passing 
steamers has been so great as to cause the occu- 
pants of the flooded houses to fire on the steam- 
ers bringing them relief. Relief steamers to be of 
real service have to be equipped with 

LIFE SAVING CREWS 

and boats. It can readily be seen how slow 
would be the work of carrying any considerabie 
quantity of fuel to such places as 
Lawrenceburg, Ind,, and New Richmond, Obio, 
that are entirely submerged and surrounded 
witn water. No relief boat has yet been sent out 
from here. Gen. Beckwith of St. Louis. is ex- 
pected here this evening to take charge of the 
work of relief, under the direction of the Secre- 
He will charter relief boats, and 
four United States officers have been orderea here 
from Columbus to take charge of the different 
steamers, Nothing is done on ’Change except to 
receive sabscriptions. : 

To-day dispatches were received announcing 
contributions from various sources, among them 
an appropriation of $500 from the Town Council 
of Lebanon, Ohio, $500 from a business firm in 
Chicago, and similar sums from New York and 
Philadelphia firms having representatives here. 
Large subscriptions have also been received from 
citizens. Among these was one of $250 
from RR. R. Springer, whose gifts to the 
city have made him the most honored man 
in the city. His is the largest individual subscrip- 
tion yet received. A call has been issued by 
Major Lioyd, Commander of the Department of

One hundred and seventy 
families in the lower wards have been relieved by 
the city.

CLEAR WEATHER WANTED. 


Depressing Effect of Kain and Mud Upon 
Every Kind of Business. $ 

A Post-DIsPATCH reporter who was passing 
along Washington avenue noticed a group of men 
standing in the snow before a door 
way. His reportorial instinct led bim 
to ask what was up, and he 
found that the men were there in answer to an 
advertisement fora coachman, He counted just 
twenty men in the group, and, on inquiry inside, 
he found that thirty men had _ applied 
for the situation. The position was 
that of a general utility man 
as well as coachman, and as the salary was small 
it was pot very desirable, Some of the men were 
anxious-looking and others wore the Indifferent air 
of men accustomed to be out of work. About one- 
third of them Lad families dependent on their laoor 
for support, A canvass of the applicants showed 
thata large majority of them hada found work 
very difficult to get, and considered times hard, 
especially during the last two weeks on account 
of the weather. The reporter met one 
of the largest coniractors in the city shortly alt- 
erwards, and asked him whether there were Many 
laborers out of employment now. He said tbat 
the labor market (was full at present, and that 
he thought work hard to get, and 
that many workingmeno were siraitened 
for meaps and were unable to find employment. 
As for the winter, taken altogether, 1t compares 
favorably enough with last winter, allhough, 
times can be said to be first-rate. Wages, how- 
ever, stand at a fair rate and 
an average amount of work has been done. 
During the extremely wet and bad weather of 
the past few weeks nearly all out-door work 

HAS BEEN PRACTICALLY STOPPED 

and the laborers are beginning to feel the effects 
of it seriously and are clamoring for something to 
ao. The entire and yen closing of 
many of the factories and fvundries during 
the winter bas of course only increased the num- 
ber of unemployed and added to the hardships of 
the workingmen. The prospect, however when 
ood weather comes is raiuer bright aud promis- 
ng than otherwise, 

The continued rain, the damp, unpleasant at- 
mosphere and the terriple condition of the streets 
have affected every class of business and dull- 
ness is the general complaint of merchants. 
It requires something of extreme 
imporitauce to induce people to leave 
thew houses for the mud, siush and rain of the 
streets. 

HARD ON THEATERS. 

Probably no class of busiuess has experienced 
the effect of the weather as much as the 
amusement places. The theater au- 
diences, except on special occasions, 
have been diminishing steadily since the rainy 
season set in, untilthey bave reached a condition 
of Lhinness thai is positively painful to managers.

THERE is evidently a redundant supply of 
small boys in Philadelphi, aand public senti- 
ment there does not prize them very highly.

It 
teaches us not only that such floods can 
not be foretold, but also that the whole 
Mississippi watershed is liabie to be visited. 
On the Missouri and upper Mississippi we 
have had our highest water later in the year 
when the snow came down from the mount- 
ains and from the higher latitudes. But there 
is no part of the valley which is exempt 
from the February rains{that have swollen 
the Ohio, andin any part of the valiey an 
equivalent rain fall over an equal area of 
territory would cause a flood as destructive 
as the present one. Itis merely a question 
of time when the meteorological conditions 
will determine it. Indeed, the possibilities 
are much worse. There is no reason why 
the melting of the snow which causes June 
rises should not be accompanied by sufficient 
rain to bury our high-water marks, Bo rea- 
son why the rains around the head waters 
of the Ohio should not be synchronous with 
equal rains elsewhere, sending three floods 
insteaa of one into the main river. It does 
not take much water to make a flood, If the 


of rain over the watershed is more than the 
widest and deepest channel can carry away. 
In the doctrine of chances it is almost a cer- 
tainty that the combination of conditions 
must come around which will at some time 
make the Mississippi swell to its prehistoric 
dimensions and fil the bed from bluff to 
blulf, 

Loss and damage of allkinds must come; 
loss of property and loss of employment, 
The only safeguard is prudence, thrift and 
economy. No power can avert these excep- 
tional rises. The ordinary business of life can 
not be carried on under provisions made for 
exceptional conditions. All that can be done 
is to make provision for the inevitable, and 
put by someting for the rainy day, which, 
experience teaches us is unpleasanily fre- 
quent. 

THE RECENT CONVENTION. 

We print elsewhere a long letter from Mr. 
Setu W. Coss, one of the delegates to the 
Mississippi River Convention, in answer to 
our criticism of the convention. 

It is hardly worth while toremark that the 
work of the convention is not justified by 
turning around to criticize those who criti- 
cize it. So much of the letteras is written 
in that strain calis for no reply. 

The rest of the letter is virtually a confes- 
sion of the worst that we have charged 
against the gentlemen who indorsed the 
Hennepin Canal. When we sed the ex 
pression “false tu their trust,” it was not in 
any personal sense at all. 

But the people understood that these gentle- 
men wentto Washington for only one pur- 
pose. ‘This was to give to Congress and to 
the Government convincing and overwhelm- 
ing evidence that the improvement of the 
Mississippi River stood on its own merits, 
and that its importance entitled it to econsid- 
eration on its own merits. In other words, 
that the Mississippi River appropriation was 
to be made a question of independent legis- 
lation just as much as the appropriations for 
the army or navy. 

If they did not go to Washington for that 
purpose they went there for nothing. There 
has never been any question about the Mis- 
sissippi getting its appropriation. But the 
future danger lay in the fact that this appro- 
priation had been used to carry through all 
kinds of rag-tag and bob-tail legislation ; 
the Mississippi River had become merely 
the chief itemin the annual “River and 
Harbor Steal.” 

Instead of freeing the Mississippi appro- 
priation from this entangling alliance, the 
convention confirmed it in its servitude. 

It surrendered with only a show of resist- 
ance, 

When this has been donea frank confes- 
sion of failure is better than a weak attempt 
at evasion. 

Mr. CoBB says that when they got to 
Washington “so many pet schemes were 
brought forward ;” our delegates were “in a 
convention where there were so many discor- 
dant elem ents.”’ 

If this was the case the whole convention 
was a mistake. Ifit was a meeting in 
which there were discordant elements; if it 
was a gathering for the bringing forward of 
“pet schemes,” and so composed that the 
discordant elements and the pet schemes 
carried the day, it ought never to have been 
held, it ought never to have been called to- 
gether. 

The blunder of calling a convention of pet 
schemes and discordant elements is not legs- 
ened by adding a second blunder of sur- 
render to these base elements. 

Nothing can remedy it now. The failure 
is complete. The much vaunted convention 
has been a farce. But instead of reseating

The assertion that Republican ascendency 
would have produced a better result is 
contradicted by history, recent and famil- 
iar to the whole people. While Republic- 
aus ruled Missouri and maintained their 
rule over disfranchised Democrats with a 
standing army of armed militia, not even 
permitting the Democrats to elect @ county 
officer during the first five years after the 
war, the James Boy bandits commitied most 
of their crimes, and committed them with 
impunity. It was undera Democratic Ad- 
ministration that the first serious or success- 
fulattempt was made to suppress them. 
The whole war against them was made by 
Democratic officers and old rebel soldiers 
like LANGHORNBD, TIMBERBLAKE and CRAIG

The McGarrahan Case Before the 
House. 


Committee on Pacific Railways—Gov. 
Ordway and Dakota—The Black 
Hills, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, February 13.—The Committee on 
Pacific Railways is considering a bill requiring 
the roads to accept patents for the lands which 
they have earned. It is a curious fact that Con- 
gress finds it necessary not only to legislate to 
prevent uneurned lands from being granted to 
railroads but also to require those same railroads 
toaccept the lands already earned. It is esti- 
mated that there are 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 acres 
of land covered by the railroad lines to which 
land grants have been made for which patents 
have not been asked Dy the companies. So long 
as patents are not issued the lands are not taxed, 
and by negiecuug to obtain patents until they fine 
purchasers for the lands, they ayoid payment of 
large sums of money each year in State taxes. 
The bill before the Committee requires the com- 
panies to take out patents fortheir lands as fast 
as they are earned. Itis yet in the hands of a 
sub-committee but there are indications that it 
will be favorably reported to the Committee and 
that it will passthe Houss with ttle opposition. 

DAKOTA. 

Gov. Ordway has left the capital for Dakota. 
where he has still three montlis of service as Gov- 
ernor. He insists that he is not in any sense a 
candidate for reappointment, and that he would 
not under any circumstances accept the position 


again. He says that he has ‘had enough of that 
sor of honor, and that he preposes to return to 
New Hampshire and give his attention to his own 
affairs. .egarding the admission of Dakota he 
has ilitthe hope so far as this session is concerned, 
and further so far as this Congress goes. The in- 
dications are that uone of the Territories now 
asking admissiou, aud they are ali asking that, 
wil become States at this session: the Presiden- 
tial contest is Coming too close at hand. The Da- 
Keta people here are complaining bitteriy about 
the condiiien of the Biack Hills Gouniry. They 
gay that the 40,000 people liviug iu that section of 
Dakota are cui off from all railroads, by the fact 
that the Sioux reservation lies between them and 
the railway sysiem of that section. There are 
about 6,000 [arms ion that section, and yet, they 
say.not a busbel of their grain can reach the 
market. Even when it reaches the nearesi rail- 
way line, the prices for transportation are s0 
high that no profil is leit to the producer. Th ey 
want # portion of the Sioux Reservation opened 
to seitiement, So that railway iines may be 
pushed througn to the Biack Hiils. 
THE M'’GARRAHAN CLAIM. 

The long contested claim, which was brought 
afresh into notice by the Keifer-Boynion contro- 
versy, is again in the House for action. The 
claiin bas been before Congress for nearly twenty 
years, several favorable reports from Gvumittees

The story is a very long avd, in some respects, a 
very interesting one, MeGarrahan purchased his 
right to the property from Vincente Gomez.

Gumez 
claims t have received a titie to the land in 
question from the Mexican Governmeut, but that 
uis title, Wiih a large number of other documents, 
fell inso the hands of the Americans at 
Monterey, in July, 186, aud was, with 
many of the documents in question, 
used for kindling fires. in that connection Capi. 
Maudox of the United Siates Marines iestifies 
that he had the archives abd papers of Mouterey 
boxed up and pisced in a public Duiiding ior safe 
keeping, but that he afterwards discovered that 
the Sergeant had used many of tie papers for 
kindiing the fire in his (the Captain's) apartment. 
After tue grant of California to the Uuited States 
by Mexico, the land commissioners appointed to 
aujudge claims decided against Gomez, he being 
uabie to produce his titles. He appealed to tne 
United States courts, Which reversed the decision 
and gave hima titie. Theo be suit his claim to 
McGarrahan. About this time the New ldra 
Miniag Company got possession o! the quicksii- 
ver mine upon the property and degau to work it. 
MeGuarrahah pressed his claim througi the vari- 
ous stages Until it reached the Interior Depart- 
ment, when Jere Black Was Secretary. Altera 
long and caretul study of the case, Black decided 
in eGurrahan’s favor. Secretary Usher, who 
succeeded Black, also confirmed lils decision, and 
the patent went to tue White House cor Liucoln’s 
signature. Simon Stevens, Wid is a relative of 
Thad Stevens, in his testimony says that 
in a conversation with Mr. Thadde- 
us Stevens and President § Lincvin in 
regard to this claim, Mr. Stevens said to the Pres-

In 1367, 
Chairman Wilsoa, of the Judiciary Committee of 
the House, sent to tae Commissioner of ihe Gen- 
eral Land Office fur a copy of this patent, which, 
it was claimed, had n prepared and executed 
but never delivered. The Uommissiouer replied 
py sending what be called “The original unexe- 
cuted land patent for the Ponebe Grande Rauch.”

but without the signature of the President,

MADAME LA MARQUISE. 
The Life of a Remarkable Advent- 
uress of the Century. 


Career of the Siren of the Seine—The Mare 


quise de PaivaA Queen of Splendor and | 


the Handler of Millions—A  Tallor’s 
Daughter Who Married Bismarck’s Cousin, 


One of the events of the past week, in Paris, 
was the death of the Marquise de Palva. She 
Will take her place in the gallery of I!)ustrious 
women of the category of Ninon de 1l’Enclos, 
Mme. de Maintenon, Mme Tencin, Mme, Du 
Deffant and Mme. Geoffrin. Maaame la Mar- 
quise was simply an adventuress, a woman 
who never needed to be emancipaten from any 
prejudices of morality or sentiment; a painted 
Jezebel, if you like, but a woman of the kind that 
fascinates contemporaries and excites the curiosi- 
ty of posterity. Her maiden name was Theresa 
Pauline Lachman. Her father was a tailor at 
Moscow, and her first husband: was Francois 
Viloing, the cutter of the paternal estapiish- 
ment, One morning Theresa left her 
husband and started out to con- 
quer the world, having for arms her beauty 
and her wit and a wonderful talent for music. 
She came to Paris, and ber first conquest was the 


emgonte Henri Hertz, whom she accompanied in 
is professional tours as his wife. Her restless 
ambition led ber even te induce Hertz to take ber 
to court, but some inquisitive people looked into 
her past life ang it was discovered that the Hertz 
pensaneld was imperfect, inasmuch as Francois 
Villoing was still living; indeed, he continued to 
live untii 1849. So, eays the Sun correspondent, 
when Mme. Hertz made her triumphant entry in 
the Salle des Marechaux at the Tuileries, an of- 
ficial suagested to her that she had madea mis- 
take. Theadventuress comprehended the situa- 
tion, turned on her heeland abandoned Hertz, 
whose flag could no looger cover her. During her 
liaison with Henri Hertz the beautifui Russian 
had great successin Paris. She had suppers at 
her house after the opera. Theophile Gautier 
wrote sonnets in her honor. She was received al- 
most everywhere, thanks to ber passpurt asa 
foreigner and thanks to the protection of her 
psucdo-busband, Atthis time, about 1845, the 
Parisian women had searcely rediscovered pow- 
der; Mme. Hertz aiready, in spite of her radiant 
beauty, Useu to palat ber face and neck all over 
with the true Circassiah craze for maquillage. 
She used to say that she never felt dressed unless 
she Lad painted ber face.

While in London Mme. de Paiva met the Count 
Heuckel de Doenesmarck, an immensely rich 
gentleman, cousiu of Prince Bismarck, | believe, 
and brother of the Count Henckel who was Gov- 
eruor of Alsace-Lurraine immediately after the 
German occupation in 1870. Tae Count Henckel 
saw her again at Paris, then at Baden, thed at 
Vienna, and then at Coustantinople. Une day he 
stopped the iugitive whom he was not pur- 
suing and offered her his hand. “I cannvut uive 
you mine,” she replied; “I have al- 
ready been married three times.” “Very 

ood, Marquise, I will wait.” The Count 

enckel became one Of the friends of the house; 
he made Miue. de Paiva a present of the immense 
chateau and domain of Ponichartrain, famous as 
the residence of Mme. de la Valliere, one of the 
fluest slaves in Frauce, and one of the biggest 
houses. The chateau has just as many windows 
as there are duys in the year. Finaily, wheu the 
Marquis de Paiva shot bimseif, in 1870, (he Mar- 
guise, once more a widow, inarried the Count 
Heackel, cousin of the Iron Chapeelior. During 
tie war Mine. de Paiva’s property in France was 
scrupulously respected, and naturally after the 
couquest she could hardiy resume her old iife. 
The sympatiietic chain wus broken, ana ihose of 
ber triends who could not forget twenty years of 
charming uospitality only veutared to come lo see 
her onthe sly, For that matter, since the war 
she has been very littie in Paris. She livea 
almost entirelv at Newdeleck, in Silesia, where 
she owned immense mines, and where she had 
built by Letue!l a reproduction of the now de- 
molisued piace of the Tuileries, 
THE WEALTH OF MME. DE PAIVA 
and the maguificence of licr existence were fairy- 
like and bewildering. Lhe proof is that sbLe 
could induige in the royal luxury of buiiding 
for herself au exact copy of the Tuileries. Her 
mansion in Paris, oa the leit band side of the 
Champs Eivseées, just beyond the Round Point, 
bulit in 1864, isa inarvel of richuess; the sguir- 
Gage is of euyXxX: tle chimney pivces are carved 
by the first sculptors of the time; the ceilings 
are Baudry’s masterpieces; the panels are tie 
finest inspirations of Hebert, Cabanel and Ge- 
rume; tne stables would have delighted Ca- 
ligula. It is a palace such as one reads avout 
in tie Arabiah Nights. As for her diamunds, 
her jewelry caskel contaliis the choicest pieces 
of the collections of untoriunate crowned Leeda 
from Marie Antoipetie down to the Einpress 
kugenie. Ou the day of her marriage with 
Cuunt Henckel she wore the diamonds that the 
Kwpress sold at Loudou alter the batile of §-- 
dan.

The Former “Chum” of the Princes of 
Wales Settled on a Texas Ranch—‘‘The 
Judge” and “the Kid’~—The Greatest 
Spendthrift of Europe.

BiG SPRINGS, TEXAS, January 23.—A live, 
“sure enough” earl is an object of interest any- 
where, and one would suppose that on the staked 
Piains Of Texas, a place the very last you wouid 
look to find him, be would de not only the subject 
of curiosity anc comment, but a person of distin- 
guished cousequence. There is an earl out here; 
and he passesior a goodfellow, but that’s all. 
The democratic cowboy repudiates bis title and 
ealls him “the Judge,” which fits bis foraship no 
beiter than i¢ dves many of the judicial persuasion. 
Years ago, from the time when Texas was 
first discovered by Sam Houston and Davy 
Crockett until the Texas and Pacific Railroad 
mmade the country accessible, the Staked Piain

Besides 
they lose a great deal of mouey On Clothes. The 
aré compelled to replenish their wardrobe almos 
every inonth,and as they bave to have good, 
warm clothes they are necessarily put toa hy 
deal of expense. The work they do is worth 890 a 
month to the city, avd I think itis Dut fair that 
they should get that much.” 


A Daily Occurrence. 

A woman with a red face, a clinging dress and 
dirty shawl appeared at the Mayor’s office this 
morning and made a touching appeal for the 
restoration to her arms of her twv little ones, who 
were picked up on the street alittle over a year 
ago by the police in company with 
their drunken father. Her héeart-rend- 
ing sobs were disregarded by the offi- 
clal having charge of such matters, Who had rea- 
son to believe from the frequent appearance of 
her name among the list of prisoners at the Work 
House that her promises of reformation were too 
paroxysmal tobe durable. “1 can fevch twenty- 
five witnesses to tesiify to the fact that I have 
been leading a good life,” said the woman, whose 
name is Mra. Sasewoos, “and I have forever 
abandoned my old habits.” I can take care of my 
littie ones, I can, and 1 do wantthe dear tbings 
to inake my life happy. If you’ll only just give 
them to me, l'll promise to be a good metber to 
them.” She was told that the children were now 
provided with a good home, and were much bet- 
tet cared for than they would be if under her 
meager protection, and was dismissed with the 
poor consolation that she could see the children 
once a week if she wanted to, subject to the rules 
and regulations of the Reiuge.

Episodes of Chipps’ Flat—A Triangular 
Mines and Foolish Min-

From the San Francisco Call. : 

In the flourishing mining camp known as 
Chipp’s Flat, Sierra County, thirty years 
ago, the location of the claims and the min- 
ing laws adupted thereunder were such thaé 
one continuous war of ‘litigation was the 
result, Two mining companies having con- 
flicting claims, seeing the almost impossi- 
bility of settling their disputes by a resort 
to the District Court, mutually + gia to try 
their cause before a Justice of the Peace, 
and ajury of twelve miners selected from 
those having riverciaims on the Middle 
Yuba: A. 3S. MceMilian of Minuvesota, the 
banking and express agent of Langton’s ex- 


n elected Justice of the Peace for the 
township, including Minnesota and Chipp’s 
Fiat, in 1853. Se it was agreed that he should 
preside, and the trial came off early in the 
year 1854, at Chipp’s- Flat. In order that 
sufficient room should be had for the parties 
litigant and their friends, the billiard and 
liguor saloen of Paul Copperas (now living 
at Suow Point, in Nevada County, just a lit- 
tle to the east of south of Minnesota), was 
chosen as the most spacious building in 
town. The trial commenced promptly at 9 
o’ciock in the morning and occupied the en- 
tire day. 

THE TRIAL. 

Both of the parties litigant had plenty of 
money, and each seemed to vie with the 
other in liberality during the progress of 
the trial. Lawyers had n provided by 
each side to conduct the case, and it must 
be presumed that they felt no interest in 
putting a stop to the liberality of their re- 
spective clients. Atalievents, frequent re- 
cesses of the court were had during that 
day, of five minutes each, when refreshments 
would be served, mostly of a liquid charac- 
ter, Justice McMillan was not very erudite 
in the iaw: butif there was one thing in 
which he exhibited great pride it was to be 
addressed as “your bonor,” while presiding 
in a case. Anything more familiar than 
that always roused his ire. The numerous 


had more perceptibie effect on the presiding 
justice than on any one else conrmected with 
the case, though champagne‘and whisky had 
been freely imbibed ail round. Plenty of 
the substantiais in the eating line had also 
been provided, in order that the case might 
be determined at one sitting. ‘The testi- 
mony was ali in at 5 o’ciock, and the counsel 
bad concluded their arguments at a little be- 
fore9. Realizing the fact that many thou- 
sands of doliars were iavelved in the suit, 
McMillan thought it incumbent on him for 
the first and last time in his life to deliver a 
charge to the jary, and did so. By this time 
the frequent adjou: nments had produced a 
marked change in “‘his honor.” is tongue 
seemed thick and his utterances had no 
meaning or special application to the case at 
bar. Upon McMillan stating that such and 
such were laws for tue jury to consider, one 
juryman, clear headed and suber, made this 
inquiry: “‘Mac, where do you find that 
law?” “What is that, sir?’ angrily in- 
quired “his honor,” “I simply want to 
know,” repiied the jaror, “where you found 
the law just quoted?” “Dash dash your 
soul,” replied “his bonor,” “lil give you to 
understand that when | tell you a thing is 
law, it is law!’ 
THE JUDGE’S CHARGE. 

Upon this his honor reacoed his right 
hand down to his right hip, where he bada 
large navy Colt revolver in its sheath, and, 
drawing it, the jurvr saw it was no place for 
him, and he broke for aside doorand es- 
caped from the room. As his bonor still 
held the weapon ina threatening attitude, 
tbe remaining jurymen thought it would be 
more healtny to be outside, and so they fol- 
lowed the first juryman. Believing the dig- 
nity of the court to be horribly outraged, his 
honor followed, threatening dire vengeance 
upon the whole jury. ‘The ridge between 
Chipp’s Flat and Minnesota at that time was 
heavily timbered with pine and fir. ‘There 
was a flat of about fiity or sixty yards before 
reaching this ridge, and the jurymen seeing 
the irate Justice making for them, revolver 
in hand, at once broke for the timber, he fol- 
lowing Closely and threatening death to each 
and all unless they returned to the court- 
room. Butthe jury out-footed the Judge, 
and took shelter among thetimber. That 
jury never reassembled to render its verdict. 
The members of the two mining companies 
in jitigation met that night in a spirit of the 
best humor—in fact, thev had been so all 
day—talked over the abrupt dispersion of 
the jury, and mutually agreed to divide the 
mining ground in dispute. And that ended 
the last litigation on Chipp’s Fiat. Sut ali 
those conversant with the facis of the ending 
of this trial stili maintain that on this occa- 
sion McMiilan’s charge to the jury was the 
most remarkable of ali time. 

Poer McMilian. He was as honest a man 
as ever lived. He diedin Virginia City some 
years ago. 

A TRIANGULAR DUEL. 

At the time of which 1 write a!! the towns 
I have named had their elegant drinking and 
gambiing saloons, thuugh, as 1 have pre- 
viously intimated, they were never patronized 
by the leading and most prosperous miners, 
But the gambiers and saivon-keepers did a 
brisk business nevertheless. While 1 be- 
lieve it is true that no fatal affrays ever 
oceurred between any of the miners of 
either town, shooting afirays sumetimes 
occurred between the gambiers. After the 
remarkable episode I have narrated, which 
occurred at Chipp’s Flats, several practical 
jokers were in the habit of calling on Justice 

{cMillan and complaining to him if apv- 
thing ikea breach of the peace had been 
made duriug the previous night. Such 
breaches of the peace, they would declare to 
him, were direct insuits to bim and a deiiance 
of his authority. These appeals to Mc- 
Millan’s vanity would arouse it Li a nore 
turbulent spirit than had been manifested 
by those guilty of a breach of the peace. 
One night three gamblers got into a quarrel 
at Minnesota, and each challenged the other 
out to fignt. They all accepted the 
challenge and went out to fight by moon- 
light. A spectator who saw it de- 
scribed it to me. They were all thorougnly 
in auger and used the most insulting epl- 
thets. One of the men was accused ef pur- 
joining a fifty-doilar slug from another, 
which be stuutiy denied; while another haa 
a quarrel with the man who accused the siug 

urioiner with theft,which called for blood. 

‘he three men met in the form of a triangle, 
ad before the shooting commenced the ac- 
cused slug puriviner took out a fifty-dollar 
slug, and, to show that he bad a contempt 
fur money, anyhow, threw it with ali his 
might away over the town site of Minuesota 
and down on the slope of that town leading 
to the Middle Yuba, where it provably re- 

ses to this day; as that ground remains 
ust as it was, never having been sliced 
away. Accordingly, at a word given by 
themselves, te firing commenced; and, sing- 
uiar to relate, neither man firedat the man 
shooting at him. The man at the apex of 
the triangle fired at the man at the right 
base of it, and he fired at the man at the 
next base, while he fired atthe man at the 
apex of the triangle. It was a curious three- 

cornered duel, fought out by moonlight, each 
discharging five shots without/injury, when 
the combatants retiréd for the night.

A few other incidents of a similar char- 
acter uright be narrated, but as they are ex- 
ceptions to the general rule of thrift that 
pervaded those times, they may well 
be omitted, although | feel disposed to relate 
one other of a well known gambler of those 
times named Winn. At the time I speak he 
was quite plethorie of money, having many 
thousands of doilars. With ‘his money be- 
fore him in a huge sack he sat down to play 
against faro one night im 1854, in Furest City. 
He continued a loser without winning a bet 
until his pile was reduced to about $500. 
Suddeniy jumping up from the game he ex- 
exciaimed, “This money is not good; I will 
gvt rid of it at once and start anew,” and:he 
rushed tothe bank of Oregon Creek and 
terew itall in, aud commenced liie anew 
again withoutadvilar. ©.

SCIENTIFIC GOSSIP. 


During the year 1883 the Siemens Brothers 
fitted, or commenced to fit, the electric light 
in 20 steamsiuips. ‘Ihe total number of lamps 
was over 4,000, or more than 200 per vessel 
On Lhe averadce. 

The piace now being taken by steel plates 
and angies io British manufactures is shown 
by the fact that, whereas in 1879 the steel- 
bullt vessels on the Clyde amounted to only 
18,000 tons, in 1852 they reached 108,254, and 
in 1883 129,651, vut of a totai uf 420,00 tons. 

lf, says Dr. Troitski, the average tem- 
perature of non-smokers were represented 
by 1.000, that of moderate smokers wouid be 
1.008, aud Wiuie the heart in the former case 
was Making 1,000 puisations ia the iatter it 
would beat 1,180 times. It isto the latter 
effect, he things, that tne danger of tobacco- 
smoking is due. 

The removal of the Paris observatory from 
its preseut site now proposed by Adiniral 
Mouches 18 not a new idea.

Leverrier 
strongly opposed the project, which, after a 
sharp discussium, Was rejected finally. 

For grinding circular saws, M. Dugoujon of 
Paris, repiaces griudstenes by disks cast 
with a V groove on the periplery filled in 
with lead. Puiverized flints or quartzose 
sand and water are aliowed to drop during 
the vperation of grinding, which is thus ac- 
complished more speedily and consequently 
more economically than the usual process 
with grindstones. 

There is now being made at a_ Liverpool 
sugar-works the largest boring hitherto at- 
tempted by a single bit, Ihe upper part of 
the bore is 2 feet 10 inches indiameter, reduc- 
ing to 2 feet Ginches, at which diameter it 
is proposed to drill toa depth of 1,000 feet, 
or through the red sand-stone. The cast- 
steel boring appliances weigh one and a half 
tons. A flat hemp rope sets the drilis in mo- 
tion. 


Prof. Fitzgerald of the University Experi- 
mental Scieuce Association, Dubiin, has pub- 
lished a paper on the magietephune, a sew 
form of which instrumeni has been devised 
by Mr. W. V. Dixon. Inthis a diaphragm 
removed from a telephone is placed in ciuse 
proximity to one end of a bar magnet, while 
at the other extremity of the magnet smali 
masses of soft iron fixed radially are rotated.

The famous Italian vielinmakers used, it 
is said, the following sort of varnish on their 
instruments: Rectided alcohol, halt a 
gailon, six ounces of gum sandarac, three 
ounces of gum mastic, and haf a pint of 
turpentine varnish. The above ingredients 
are put into atin can by the stove and fre- 
quentiy shuken until the whole is well dis- 
svived, Itis finaily strained and kept for 
use, If upon application it is seen to be 
too thick, thin with an addition of more 
turpentine varnish. 


The meeting of the Zoological Society, 
London, drew forth from Mr. J. B. Siater a 
paper on the diseases of moukeys dying in 
tne gardens uf the society, in the course of 
which many interesting particulars were dis- 
closed. The writer combated the notion, so 
very common among naturalists even, that 
monkeys in confiaement gencraily die of 
consumption, and his experience that such is 
not really the Case, When we consider his

UNWRITTEN LAW OF THE INDIANS. 

It is (or was) an Indian custem that when 
a murder is committed among them the mur- 
derertlies to the protection of the chief and 
band to whom he is nearest akin aud re- 
mains there until the chief secures a court 
or council for hjs triai. Inthe meantime 
the murderer must remain in the wigwam of 
the protecting chief, (uniess the latter ac- 
company him forth) until the court as- 
mE Mr. Hickey thus describes the 
rial: 

ihe persons comprising the court are: 

1. The family of the murdered man. 

2, All his own and his wife’s reiatives. 

3, ‘Tue chiefs wuo are related to botn par- 
ies. 

4. The murderer himself. 

5. The medicine ma. or the Great Spirit’s 
mediator, who acts officially (1) as a friend of 
the murdered, (2) as the friend of both par- 
ties, (3) as the agent who presents gifts to 
the bereaved familv, (4) who particularly re- 
veals what the mind of the Great Spirit is in 
settiing the question whegsher the murderer’s 
life is to be svared or whether be is to be 
tomahawked in open cuurt. There are also 
three speakers on each side.

SLEPT, EATEN OR LIVED. 

The wigwam on this occasion was large 
enough to hold abeut two hundred persons. 
Wheus the time for convening the court is 
fixed all the relatives and friends of both 
sides are secretiy nutified, and they at once 
begin to make preparation for the feasts 
which are io be celebrated in the forenoon 
in the village where the court is to convene 
in the aiternoon. The chiefs and relatives 
of the murdered mau weet in one wigwain, 
and the Medicine Man, the chiefs and the 
relatives of the murderer meet with the lat- 
ter in another wigwam and feast together. 
This party has brought the presents which 
are to be given by the Medicine Man during 
the open tnmal to the family of the slain. 
After the feasts are ended the prosecuting 
party marchin single file to the new wig- 
wan, Which they enter with funereai solem- 
nitv, all dressed in their gayest attire. The 
most distavt relative filed in first, walked 
hali way across and sat down on the ground. 
The wife and children of the n.urdered 
ehief sat nearest the duor. The defendant 
party made a semi-circie in front of tne wig- 
wam and then ente.ed very quietly, shaking 
hands with the other party and saying to 
each: “Bushoo?” (How do you do?) 

THE MUKDEKEB 
was asulien, mvurodse, forivra picture of hu- 
man depravity. Heand the Medicine Maa 
was the lasttoenter. His face was black- 
ered with charcoal, to denote his sorrow, 
and his.bianket and leggings were torn, to 
excite the sympathy of his opponents. The 
Medicine Man seated himself in the center 
of the wigwam, with thecriminaion one 
side and the presents on the otner, to be 
given at the proper time to the bereaved 
family. In front of the wigwam were 
atheread perhaps a hundred Indians, who 
come te witness the--trial, Alt-was 
quiet asthe chamber of death. Then one 
of the speakers, on behaif ol the criminai, 
arose and said: 

“My brothers, we are met in this new wig- 
Wam tosit im ceuncil onthe great troubie 
that isin our hearts. This fovlish young 
man kilied by the sideof the trail your 
second chief. When we, his relatives and 
friends, heard this bad news we ali felt very 
serry in our hearts; and we do to-day. And 
we are wet here to show you our sorrow and 
to try and buy of you the life of this foolish 
young man who killed your chief.” 

‘The Mediciue Man now arose aud carried 
across the wigwam some new ladian Macki- 
nac biankets ana iaid them down in front of 
the mour.ing family. He returned to his 
place without a spoken word. Then an In- 
dian spoke fur the dead. He said: “He was 
a good hunter and provided food for his own 
tamiiy. Now, being dead, his boy, 16 years 
old, has to hunt and get food ior his moth- 
er aud her other children. His placein the 
council is vacant, and this makes us ali feei 
very sorrowful. Our brother is not there 
(pointing to his stricken family); his body is 
in the Che-ba-wanh-ge-mugh (grave yard) and 
his spirit has gone to the great hunting 
grounds beyond the setting sun.

A PREHISTORIC OITY. 


Recent Excavation of Ancient Ruins in 
the Great Kanawha Valley. 


From tne Toledo Blade. 


Prof. P. W. Norris, who has just got 
through with his excavations ef ancient 
mounds inthe Kanawha Valley, called at 
the Biade office the other day and told some- 
thing of his interesting work. The Profes- 
sor was formerly Superintendent of the Yei- 
lowstone Pari, but at present he is Assist- 
ant United States Ethnologist. 

He has been engaged in the West Virginia 
excavations since last August. Commencing 
his exploration near the City Of Charleston, 
ln the Kanawha Valley, he traced out the 
ruins of an ancient city five miles in extent. 
This prehistoric city occupied both sides of 
the river, its upper extremity reaching with- 
in two miles of the mouth of Eik River, 
which empties into the Great Kanawha at 
Charlestosa, and its lower extremity being 
seven miles belew the Elk. 

Seven of the mounds which he opened 
were from twenty to thirty-five feet in height 
and from 300 to 540 feet in circumference at 
the base. Near tuese he opened about forty 
smalier ones. Altogether be opened fif ae 
in the valley. It may be well to add here, 
before particulariziag, that the aggregate 
collections from these mounds amoun to 
over 4,000 fine specimens, which are intended 
for the National Museum at Washington. 
These consisted prineipaily of about thirty 
specimens of steative aud sand-stone pottery 
and pipes, many lauce arrow-heads, hateh- 
ets, fish darts, celts, gorgets, and various 
Other kinds of things; hematite iron paint 
haichets and paint cups; several hundred 
pieces ef shell money; bone and horn 

unches used for dressing the flint arrow- 

eads into proper shape; twenty one brace- 
lets, evidentiy made from Lake Superior 
cepper; one copper gorget (breast-plate), 
copper crowns, and inany copper heads. Al{l 
of the copper was heavily coated with verdi- 
gris. ludeed, from tae copper crown, breast- 
piate, and braceiets on one of tke skeletons 
which the Professor exhumed the end of the 
bark coffin had become so coated with verdi- 
gris as to mislead many into the belief that 
the coffin had been copper plated, and 60 
some of the West Virginia newspapers re- 
ported it; but the Professor wants it dis- 
timctly understood that he authorized no 
such statement. 

In a mound thirty-five feet high and 545 
feet around its base was a vault twelve feet 
square aad ten feet high, the walls of which 
had been pe ys toa by black-walnut tim- 
bers, some of the timbers as much as twelve 
inches iv diameter. In the center of this 
vault, lying horizentaliy on its back, was a 
giant skeleton seven feet six inches long. and 
weasuring nineteen inches threugh the 
breast, under the arms. ‘The arms were ex- 
tended by its side. On each wrist were six 
large copper bracelets, four of whieh had 
been inclosed in cioth or dressed skin. The 
fact that these bracelets were so wea in- 
crusted with verdigris, and that the decay 
of the enwrapping materiai had been so 
great, made it impossibie four the eye of sci- 
ence. to distinguish with certainty as to 
whether tiuis inciosing ;material was dreesed 
skin or clotu. Under the skull was a stone 
lance-head. There was a cepper gorget upon 
the breast, with two holes in it. ‘Lhis gorget, 
which is four inches square, is regarded by 
the Professyr as having been a badge of au- 
thorit?. Lying on the left shouider were 
three biocks of isinglass 7x9 inches on the 
surface and nearly one inch thick. The 
weigit of these had so crushed in the shoui- 
der that it was impossibie to get an accurate, 
measure across frem shvalder to shouider. 
Hence the necessity of measuring threugh 
the breast, under the arms, as above stated. 
In the right hand wasan hematite iron 
hatchet, having a four-inch biade. The 
hatcnet Was without au eye for the handie. 
In the eft hand were several lance-heads, 
six inches in tengih, of fiae flint maau- 
facture. 

Leauing backward ina dark coffin, which 
stood somewhat s:auting from perpeadicular 
position, Was auuther sxeletou, ip such a po- 
sition in relation tothe first as to tu let the 
left nand extend over its head. On this left 
haud, thus extended over the giant’s head, 
were two copper bracelets. Aud in the rignt 
haud were a bunch of lauce-heads siuiiliar w 
those of the giant. Ineach corner of this 
sviemn Vault Wasa warrior iucivsedin his 
bark coffin, and standing nearly erect, with 
a stune hatchet, not greoved, and lances, in 
or near bishands. Nearly 100 varivus speci- 
mens of arms aud Oruaments were found in 
this one vault. The failing-in of this vauit 
caused a dspression or hole ia thetep of the 
mound. In this depression a@ sudsequent 
race—the stone-work builders or modern Llu- 
diaus—have placed a st ne coffin, seven feet 
in diameter aud four feet high. Lo this stone 
coffin was discovered a much decayed sKele- 
ten and sume Very rude ste. e weapons. 

lu another mouad, two miles aboye, and 
nearly the same size as the tast described 
oue, were fouad two skeletons, with rude 
weapons. ‘This was very near the top of the 
mound. Then there were about thirty feet 
of earth similar to dry mortar, so hard as to 
require picks for excavating 1%. Taois hard 
earth extended down to the natural surface 
of the ground. But bere was made the must 
wonderful discovery of ail. Quite a number 
of the people from that vicinity happened to 
be present at this supreme moment, says 
the Professor, and among them the Hoa, 
Joun BE. Kenna, Uuiteu States Senator from 
West Virginia. ‘i'ne remains of a iarge-sized 
warrior found lying on his back, with a c»p- 
per crown coveriug his head and neck, orna- 
mented with seashelland bune heads. On 
one side of this warrior jav five otners with 
their feet all poiuting towards him, while on 
the other side were five wumen, as indicated 
by their size and ornaments, also having 
their feet pointed towards tue central war- 
rior. Abvut these skeletons were found 
various weapons and ornaments. At the 
head of each cistern were double cisterns, ce- 
mented, and coftaiuing mureor less water, 
These cisterns were uf differeat diameters, but 
averaged about four feet in depth. The na- 
ture ol this sepuichre seems to have been so 
diferent from any other yet discovered that 
ine Professor says that. were it not for the 
fact of so many reliable witaesses having 
been present, he would hesitate to,publish it, 
‘The question naturally oecars how came 
these ten skeletons there, five of them maie 
aud five femaie, ail evideutiy buried at the 
same time with the chief? Could trey have 
been entomved alive? Then these ten ce- 
mented double cisterns at the head of each 
skeletuu—for What purpose were they made? 
Each one of them contained ‘more or less 
water. Caan it be that this water has been 

nt up in this old aucient mound for ages? 

et how otherwise? For thirty feet above 
and more than that distance aroand this spot 
there was bard earth, “dry like mortar 
which bad to be excavated with picks. It

diameter. Its top and sides to a depth of 
about two feet was covered with the vavural 
gui. The entire remainder of the mouad 
was ashes which had been burned uatii they 


very fine and heavy. Huwever, these 
Glos bad ail been deposited ; 


in bark vessels, 
containing about one- a bushel ; 
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those of the other, and their hands extended, 

alms upward, tewards one another. 
ng upon their hands was a curious altar 
made of stone. This altar consisted of a 
bowl-shaped stone, about two feet in 
diameter, the concave side up, and fi¥ed 
with a-hes. On its top was a flat stone cover, 
with two holes in it, and havi on it- 
the ancient totem marks. But what 
now to us, we cannot interpret it, the mystic 
language of the totem mark? Down, even 
with the natural surface of the ground, in 
this mound, was found an immense siightly 
concave altar. The center of this altar was 
filled to about the depth of six inches with 
fine ashes. Around, further from the center, 
there were ashes and bits of human bones, 
oe up te the depth of nearly twe feet. 

hese seem to have been pushed aside from 
the center to make room for the fine ashes 
which were left in the center. The Professor 
sunk a twelve-foot shaft down the center of 
this mound, and when he came to this hu 
altar, he excavated as far arvund it as 
could witaout its caving in on the men—per- 
haps obiaining a diameter of about twenty- 
two feet, without discovering the outer rim 
of the altar. Hence he couid not give its di- 
ameter. Hesays that there cannot be the 
least doubt but that these ashes are the cre 
mated remains of human beings.

But, unfortunately 
for lis reputation, it is the last instead of the first, 
aug the Meihodsin whieh both Mr. Gilbert and 
Sir Arthur Sullivan work are so com ietely stere- 
otyped that they have forestalled every sensation 
thai the ‘Princess laa’ coutains in their previous 
works. They are twin spirits in many ways, and 
most of all in the monotony of their methods. 
Gilbert’s hwnoris aways in the same vein, and 
sO is Sullivanu’s melody. Everywhere the work is 
ful) of remtnuisecences. 

“The English critics have found the libretto 
dull, but it does not seem that the criticism is 
well founded. He bas followed pretty closely the 
quiet tumor and satire of Tennyson’s ‘Princess,’ 
oi course burlesqueing the characters, but by no 
means distorting them bevond the reasonabie 
limits of caricature, Asfor Sullivan’s share of 
the work, it seems to be the effort of a man whose 
vein of melody of the Kind called for by Gilvert’s 
(inking rhymes Is Well-nigh exhausied, but whose 
skill as a musician comes to bis rescue, and 
enabies bim vy ski-lful harmonic treatment and 
carefully constructed concerted musie to make 
up for the lack of treshness in the melodies.
